and I would consider it a disgrace to depart 
from it, by taxing colored people for the 
education of our own children. The second 
vart of the bill provides for the repeal of the 

lack laws, so called. On a careful examina- 
tion of these black laws, I find them to be a 
miserable patchwork of incongruous pro- 





visions, entirely inadequate to the purposes |

state prison for a term not exceeding five 
years ; or when any fight, or any matter con- 
nected with a prize fight, shall fall within the 
provisions of this section, constituting such 
fight, or matier therewith connected, an of- 
fence, such offence shall be punished as is 
now provided by law im cases of misdemeanor. 

$5. Every person who shall within this 
state train or permit himself to be trained for 
the purpose of being engaged in any prize 
fight to be fought either within this state, or 
any other state, territory or country, or who 
shall in any manner aid or assist in such traén- 
ing, shall, upon conviction, be adjudged 
guilty of misdemeanor, and be sentenced to 
pay a fine of five hundred dollars and to be 
umprisoned in a county jail or penitentiary for 
the period of one year.
